helpe to fynde out any-perſon gyltye herein, hal do a bery good dede to euery member and ſubſect of. 
the ſame : Therefoze her Paicltie afſurcth, that whoſoever fhall diſcloſe oz reuele any maner of per- 
ſon that bath oz ball commit any thyng contrary to the tenour of this Pzoclamaction, he ſhalbe tas

Further alſo her Patieſtte wylleth and commaundeth all officers, to whom thaſliſe of bzeade, 
wine,o2 ale, oz the rule o2 clekfbippe of any fayze 0z market doth belonge, that they foozthwith do / 
reſozt and repay2e into euery fayze and market, and ſe that their offpces be erecuted with all dilf- 
gence, foz the good aſſiſe and reaſonable pzyces of all maner of victualles, comming to the ſapd mar- 
kettes #fayzes. Foz her Baieſtie meaneth,yf vpon infozmation oz complaint to be made, any per- 
ſon albe founde necligent herein, the ſame (halbe duely tryed, and yf the fault be founde, thoffen- 
dour Gall not only be punyſded, as fo the caſe ſhal ſeme meete : but alſo her Mateſtie wyll cauſe the. 
frauncheſle and lidertic to be ſeaſed and taken away. be it by graunt of lzyte,view of francke, pledge 
02 any otherwyſe by any charter gratinted to any Pato2, Ildermen, Baylyffes, P:ouofes, oz anye 
other perſon. Ind becauſe many licttes benowe kept within the moneth of Mighelmas: Her 
MBateſtic admoniideth al tewardes in liettcs to haue good regarde hereunto, and al Lieuetenaſites 
of Hieres 02 they: deputies in they; abſence,and Juffices of peace, to conſider of all theſe Pzoclama- 
clons nowe publySed, concernyng theſe matters of monyes, and to afſemble them ſelnes, and ac- 
cozde, and deuyſe 0zders howe the ſame may be within euery hundzed diligently executed, s ſpecyall 
meanes ved howe to kynde out the perſons offendyng herein, and fozthwith accozding to this Pzo- 
clamatton to pzeceade agaynft them. 
Furthermoze, lyke as her Pateſfie hath ſene it very conuentent and neceſſary, to reduce the baſe 
monies of ſyluer to the equall value of the fine: S0 is it as neceſſary foz the weale of this Realme,

aboue. Ind all peeces of golde called Piffolettes, which haue hytherto ben valued at ſix @yllynges 
and two pence, Hall hereafter be currant but foZ,v; ſbyllynges and. x. pence, and not aboue: vpon - 
payne that whoſoener Hall vtter any of the ſame at any hygber value,oz (hal bzeake, mel, oz tran(- 
\poxt any of the lame, to luller lyke punyGement as is aboue mentioned, in]yke cales foz any other 
monyes.
